You were President of the United 
States, Mr. Roosevelt, for seven years 
five months and 18 days. It is the com- 
mon belief that you are again an as- 
pirant for that great office, that you 
are ambitious again to be ‘“‘the stew- 
ard of the public welfare.’’ In your 
Hamilton Club speech in Chicago, Sept. 
&, you referred to the possibility of your 
holding public office again and of the 
time “‘when I will be able to make good 
my words.’’ 

Ten Questions Submitted. 

In the circumstances, it is highly im- 
portant, therefore, thet you give some 
account of your stewardship. You were 
President o the United States and were, 
able to make good your words. 

If the National Government is to con- 
trol ‘“‘any business carried on in vari-

What a Didn’t Do. 

We know that while you attacked 
Mr. Harriman after he had refused 
to make further contributions to the 
Republican campaign fund in 1906, 
no proceedings were brought against 
Mr. Harriman personally, although 
the Sherman law is “a criminal 
statute.” 

We.know that in 1907 you licensed 
the absorption of the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron Co. by the Steel Trust, 
which gives the trust an ultimate 
monopoly of the high-grade iron ore 
of the country. 

We know from letters published by 
George H. Earle that early in 1907 he 
offered your administration evidence 
that the Sugar Trust was violating the 
Sherman law, violating the anti-rebate 
law and stealing from the Government 
through fraudulent weighing, but your 
Department of Justice refused to con- 
sider this svidence.

under the law, had power and authority 
to make, under the direction and con-

We know that you declared in a 
message to Congress that the purpose 
of such investigations was “publicity in 
the interest of the public.”’ 


We know that there had been no cor- 
ruption publicity at the time Mr. Cor- 
telyou left the Cabinet to become col- 
lector of campaign funds, that there 
was no corruption publicity during the 
campaign and that there was not cor. 
ruption publicity at all until after the 
corporations had filled your campaign 
chests and you had been elected Pres- 
ident. 

You told us at Osawatomie that “we 
must have complete and effective pub- 
licity of corporate affairs,” but does your 
new nationalism mean the kind of ef- 
fective publicity that you gave us in 
1904? 

You told us at Osawatomie that ‘‘one 
of the chief factors in progress is the 
destruction of special privilege,”’ but is 
there any special privilege known to 
free institutions which is more iniquitous 
than the special privilege by whch a 
president of the United States, through 
his power over great corporations, can‘ 
command unlimited money from their 
treasuries to keep himself in office?. Is 
there any special privilege more abhor- 
rent than the “stewardship’”’ that was 
exercised over ‘“‘busjnmess carried on in 
various states,"” when you were a can- 
didate for president in 1904? . 


To Judge From Publicity. 

You may say that no corporation 
profited in exe¢utive favor from its gifts 
to your campaign chest. That is a mat- 
ter about which the country can better 
judge when it knows the names of all 
the contributors and the amounts which 
they gave to keep you in the White 
House. 

You said in Chicago Thursday that 
“no corporation. no. politician, must 
ever support me for anything, under 
the idea that later I will pardon that 
corporation or politician if either is cor- 
rupt.””. But the public must judge the 
value of these words by your deeds. It 
cannot so judge until it knows what 
corporations helped you in 1904 and how 
much they helped you. 

When it can compare the record of 
your campaign contributions with 
the record of your administration, 
it ‘will better appreciate the extent 
to which the new nationalism can 
be intrusted with the vast powers 
over organized capital which you now 
demand. 

Tt will know the extent to which the 
new nationalism, in the hands of an am- 
bitions and unscrupulous President, 
could be turned into a stupendous ma- 
chine for squeezing campaign tribute 
from corporations in order to perpetu- 
ate his power. 


It is well known how far such an al- 
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spirit of free institutions and wreck the 
republic. 
Turn About on Publicity. 

Before the new nationalism proceeds 
further, let us have full publicity about 
the old nationalism—the nationalism of 
1904. 

When you were a candidate for Presi- 
dent you treated with disdain the de- 
mand for publicity of organization 
funds. When you were managing Mr. 
Taft’s campaign for President you not 
only set yourself against the publica- 
tion of campaign contributions before 
election, but you denounced Mr. Bryan 
for advocating it. Now that your am- 
bition again turns towards the White 
House you adopt the very issue that 
you then opposed and you make it one 
of the first planks in your platform. 

If you are sincere now in advocating 
the publicity of campaign funds. Mr. 
Roosevelt, how can you claim silence 
and secrecy for your campaign fund? 
If you are sincere now in declaring 
that corporations must not be permitted 
to contribute to campaign funds, how 
do you defend the corporation contribu- 
tions you took in 1904? 

But are you sincere, Mr. Roosevelt? 
If so, open the books, turn on the light. 
|

The Colonel will have emulated 
Diaz. 

“The Colonel’s snub of Senator Lori- 
mer,’ he said, “was a bold action. It 
was of the kind that must come into 
play actively if the Colonel’s new policy 
is to become effective. But while he 
snubs Lorimer, I wonder how he man- 
ages to harmonize that with his chum- 
ming with a man of Cox’s notorious 
political standing.”

LONDON, Sept. 12.—Robert Loraine, 


the actor, well-known in America for 
his performance in “Superman,” tried 
to cross the Irish Channel, 50 miles 
from Holyhead, on this side, yesterday, 
but fell into the water near the Irish 
coast. He swam ashore and his ma- 
chine was picked up by a steamer. To 
the correspondent of the Post-Dispatch 
Mr. Loraine described his experience. 

“The weather was pretty clear when 
I started,” he said. “I rose gradually 
to about 4000 feet. When I had gone 
about a third of the journey the engine 
stopped for about half a minute. I 
planed down about 1500 feet. 

“Fortunately the engine started again 
and I was able to rise and proceed. 
My engine, however, played me the 
same trick about half a dozen times 
afterward. But luckily I was able to re- 
start on each occasion. I met a couple 
of squalls about the mid-channel and 
when nearing the Irish coast encoun- 
tered the fog and rain. 

‘t+ had the misfortune to break a wire 
of my biplane and I broke another 
when just outside Dublin Bay. In fact, 
things began to go rather badly with 
me from within five miles of the Irish 
coast. I had intended to land in Phoe- 
nix Park, but found I could not make 
Dublin, so I tried to make Howth Head,’ 
but for a long time I had been dropping 
closer and closer to the water and on 
nearing the land I found I could not 
rise so as to avoid the cliff. I turned to 
try to get higher in the breeze, but did 
not succeed and dropped into the sea 
three or four hundred yards from Bailey 
liththouse. 

“I was very much surprised to find 
that the machine flooted, but she turned 
turtle completely and stuck her nose 
in the air. I dived from under her and 
swam to the rocks at the lighthouse. 
The lighthouse man came down to the 
water’s edge with the idea of giving me 
assistance, but I told him I was not in 
need of being rescued and clambered on 
shore without a scratch. Half an hour 
ifterward my biplane was picked up 
by the steamer Adela.”

Friends of Mrs. Busch believe that 
Radford saw her and worshiped her 
from a distance, as they say they never 
heard her mention him and do not re- 
member his ever having visited St. 
Louis. 

Mrs. Busch’s father, Philip Gerak, 701 
Arsenal street, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Monday that he seemed to have 
a hazy recollection of a man named 
Radford whom he piloted through the 
Anheuser-Busch brewery two or three 
years ago. 

Knew Nothing of It, 

“If this man was acquainted with my 
daughter I did not know it,”’ said 
Gerak. 

Mrs. Busch was Miss Nellie G. Gerak, 

and her home is at 3%3A South Jeffer- 
son avenue. Her husband is said to 
have been in St. Louis Sunday, and to 
have left for Denver to join Mrs 
Busch. 
Radford was found dead Saturday in 
a Los Angeles rooming house.

Henry H. Markley Declares 
Shooting of Sweetheart Was 
An Accident. 


The parents of Miss Margaret Wurs- 
lin of 2307 Robin avenue, a musician, ex- 
pressed their belief Monday that her 
death from & revolver shot, fired by her 
fiance, was accidental. Henry H. Mark- 
ley, the young man, told a circumstan- 
tial story of how the weapon was dis- 
charged while he was exhibiting it to 
Miss Wurslin, to whom he-intended to 
give it, but he is held by the police 
pending an inquest. 

Miss Wurslin will be buried in -the 
gown she had made for her wedding, 
which was to have taken place two 
weeks from Monday.

Markley often accompanied her 
‘home after the evening performances, 
but sometimes she made the trip alone, 
and it was for her protection at such 
times that he bought the revolver, he 
gays.

500 names of dead, removed and dis- 
franchised voters, which had ~been 
fraudulently placed or improperly re- 
tained on the books, were  strick- 
en off in advance of the presiden- 
tial election. 

It was charged at that time that the 
successful Democratic candidate for the 
nomination for governor was aided in 
his victory by these irregularities, and 
ihat the Butler candidates on the local 
Democratic ticket were named with the 
help of the same votes. Certain Repub- 


primary, 


}licans were also declared to have con- 


tributed to the list of illegal names, and 
to have voted the names in their pri- 
mary. 

The Eleventh and Twelfth district, in 
which the investigation is to be made, 
include the seats of power of Jimmy 
Miles, the Kinneys, ‘‘Boots’” Brennan 
and George Riechmann, the last named 
a Republican. The wards known as 
the Kinney, Miles and Brennan wards 
are to be investigated, but according to 
Secretary Beedle of the Election Board 
there will be no inquiry in the Second 
and Third wards, which Riechmann 
controls. 

“The investigation,” said Secretary 
Beedle Monday, “will be confined at 
present to the Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Sey- 
enth, Sixteenth, Seventeenth, Eighteenth 
and Nineteenth wards, and part of the 
Fifteenth.” 

Work to Be Done by Sept. 22. 

The range of the inquiry, as thus out- 
lined by Beedle, covers the greater part 
of the territory between the river, Jef- 
ferson avenue, Park avenue and He- 
bert street. The inquiry must be fin- 
ished by Sept. 22, the general registra- 
tion day. 

Chairman Kortjohn said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the results of 
the detectives’ canvass might be furn- 
ished to the election officials for -use 
on registration day, or might be re- 
served until revision day, Oct. 14. 

“Blanks vill be furnished to the of- 
ficers,’”” he said, ‘“‘on ‘which they will 
report the names of voters living at 
each house in the wards named, their 
age, color, length of residence, and ‘re- 
marks,’ such as a notation of any con- 
viction of crime. 

“The Republicans are making a can- 
vass of the city, the Democrats have 
employed the Gould Directory Co. for a 
similar task, and a third -canvass is 
being made by the _ anti-prohibition 
forces. So the people living in the 
wards where the detectives make their 
inquiry will be questioned at least four 
times as a preliminary to this fall's 
election.”’ 

Patrick F. Gill and State Senator Tom 
Kianey are the Democratic candidates 
for Congress in the Eleventh and 
Twelfth districts respectively, both hav- 
ing won over a field of several oppo- 
nents. The Republican nominees, Cat- 
lin and Dyer, had no opposition at the 
primaries.

It was all of no use. On the twenty- 
fifth again, “I wrote to the President, 
because ft was a plain duty, and I am 
in possession, should he desire to have 
it, of the overwhelming evidence that 
1 had in this matter.” On April 1, 1907, 
I’ wrote: “Were it not for your assur- 
ances, I would be inclined to trouble 
you no further with this matter, 80 
widespread seems the impression, if I 
am to judge by communications sent 
me, that the Sugar Trust is immune 
from attacks by the present administra- 
tion.” 

On April & 1907, I again cailed at- 
tention to the “surprising evidence that 
IT possess,” but only with the same re- 
sult. For on the 15th the Knight case 
was again thrust at me as covering the 
matter and precluding all action, though 
many virtuous sentiments were no doubt 
set forth, but by no means any promise 
of action. 

On the same date I almost sent a print- 
ed brief showing, in detail, that the two 
cases bore absolutely no resemblance, 
and so the matter ended at least so far 
as Mr. Roosevelt’s administration and 
myself were concerned. Nothing that I 
could do or say could induce the Presi- 
dent or his Attorney-General to look at 
a itne of the deadly documentary evi- 
dence that I possessed, not even that 
the Government was probably being 
robbed of its just revenue. Everything 
remained covered by the wicked Knight 
case; no facts could prevent a case 
against that trust falling within its cov- 
ering balm. 

This would all be perfectly absurd 
were it not that such things .endanger 
the life of republican government. When 
I at last got before the Appellate 
United States Court this trash was, of 
course, swept away, and the matter 
shortly ended, but the non-action of Mr. 
Roosevelt and his delegate this virtuous 
combined ‘‘we,’” gave years .more of 
monopoly and an opportunity when 
President Taft succeeded and then did 
act of invoking the statute of limita- 
tions. 

What I wish to ask, and with no 
bitterness, is: Does all this demonstrate 
that we would still better trust to the 


courts or to Mr. Roosevelt and his At- | 


torney-General? Has he made out that 
his views and actions are so superior 
to those of our courts, so necesary to 
even save our form of government from 
their mistakes, that we should subvert 
the Constitution? Has he even made 
out that he and his Attorney-General, 
and not the judges, are subject to severe 
and well merited censure and a wide 
curtailment of public trust and power?

Because. of his scientific ability and 
his delivering to the Government av- 
thorities certain valuable secrets, Hass, 
who was sentenced four years ago by 
the Pittsburg courts to the Govem- 
ment prison at Leavenworth, has had 
one year taken from his sentence by 
the President. 

Gets Government Job. 

The Government authorities will them- 
selves give Hass employment at a good 
salary—this being one of the terms of 
the agreement under which Hass re- 
vealed a cheaper method of getting 
gold and silver from bullion than that 
which the Government has hitherto em 
ployed. 

Hass is perhaps one of the most in- 
teresting and persistent ' criminals ever 
sentenced in a Pittsburg court. He 
was reared in the vicinity of New York 
by parents prosperous enough to gfve 
him a good college education. His col- 
lege work ran chiefly to the laboratory 
and shortly after his graduation he 
was arrested for burglary, having em- 
ployed a new kind of explostve with 
whi to enter a building.

Hass’ defense was that he had turned 
burglar to procure funds with which 
to pursue scientific researcd, Hass 
managed to talk his way out of the 
reformatory after a short stay, and 
then entered on a career of crime In 
earnest, 

‘He was caught by the palice tn the 
vicinity of New York and on Oct. WY, 
1902, was sentenced to 20 years in Sing 
Sing for burglary. He appealed his 
case and got a reversal of judgment 
after he had served a few months of 
his time. He was caught soon again 
and on April 29, 1904, he was sentenced 
to 12 years and 10 months fn Auburn. 
Again he appealed and again he was 
freed. This time on May 18, 196. 

Hass then came to Pittsburg, where, 
in the ‘spring of 1907, he was tried 
and convicted for making and sell- 
ing whisky without license. Hass’ 
whisky was made largely of cider and 
mustard... He served four months in 
jail. In 1908 he was caught red handed 
in the act of counterfefting here, and 
tried to stab the arresting officer. He 
got five years.

Detective’s Story Read to 800 
Persons and Reform Will 
Be Borne 





WIEN THE MAYOR 

Executive Will Be Urged to 

Act, but He Declines to Say 
What He Will Do. 





A report describing {in minute detail 
the conduct of men and women in law- 
less East Side winerooms and gambling 
houses was read Sunday afternoon to 
800 East St. Louis preachers, business 
and professional men and to two-score 
women, members of the Ministerial Al- 

eliance and of the Law and Order 
League. 

4. committee of 20, selected from the 
organizations, will call on Mayor Cook, 
as a result of the meeting, to demand 
a change in conditions. He said Mon- 
day that, if satisfactory proof was sub- 
mitted of the truth of the charges, he 
would use his influence to rectify con- 
ditions. He declined to discuss. the 
miceting further than that. 

The report, typewritten copies of 
which new are in the hands of the 
members of the league and the alli- 
ance, was prepared by two private 
detectives from St. Louis, employed 
by the league, whose names are with- 
held. It was read at a meeting in 
the First Methodist Church, Thir- 
teenth street and Collinsville avenue, 
at which the Rev. J. W. Cummins, 
pastor, presided. 

Some Ministers Disapprove. 

Some of the ministers expressed dis- 
approval at the method of procedure 
shown by the report, and the Rev. Mr. 
Cummins said from the chair, “I would 
not be presiding if the meeting were 
not being held in my church.” 

Judge A. K. Vickers, Chief Justice of 
the Illinois Supreme Court, told the 800 
men and two score women present that 
“those who observe the law have the 
right to demand that others observe 
it; and if officials charged with its en- 
forcement are negligent they should be 
impeached.”’ 

It was just after this speech was 
made that the Rev. Mr. Cummins, the 
Rev. Howard Billman of the Winstan- 
fey Park Presbyterian Church and G. 
W. T. Reynolds, president of the Law 
and Order League, were appointed to 
meet Tuesday evening and select the 
Committee of Twenty to call on the 
Mayor. 

A. B. Garrett, an attorney and member 
of the league, read the report by the 
detectives, which was in part as follows: 

At about 3 p. m., Sept. 8, I visited 

the Club Buffet, 109 North Collins- 
ville avenue, and bought a drink of 

whisky for 10 cents. When I en- 
tered the saloon keeper was speak- 
ing to two men, whom I saw later in 

a poker room upstairs. While I was 

being served these two men wont 

upstairs by the door leading to the 

Nall way, second floor. This door 

was wide open. There is a doo¥ 

leading to the same hallway from 
the street, but this was closed, and 
@ green shade drawn down. 
Finds a Poker Game. 
The stairs and floor of the hall on 
the second floor had covering about 
a yard wide. I entered the rear 
room, second floor, and saw eight 
men playing poker. Men were seat- 
ed around a big round table. cov- 
ered with white canvas cloth. In 
the center of the table a large cir- 
cle 14 inches in diameter was drawn 
with a lead pencil. This circle was 
divided into eight parts, each being 
numbered from one to eight, and 
each player would place his chips 

(bet) tim his particular number iu 

this circle. 

There are two rooms in which 
gambling is carried on, and each 
has a table of above description 
im it, Im the rear room I saw one 
man buy 85 worth of chips and 
another man 82 worth. These 
were purchased from the _ red- 
haired man, who was arrested an 
hour later. Every time he would 
sell any chips he would place 
the money in a cigar box, which 


was in a roll top desk. 
. I also saw this man uje a large 


book, which looked like a ledger, in 
which he would write the names of 
some of the players. I noticed a 
stout man about 4 years old, play- 
ing the game and each time one of 
the players would win, He would 
take several chips from the winning 
and drop them into a tin box, which 
he had on his chair beside him. This 
box was about four inches high, 
eight inches long, six inches wide, 
with a slot In the top. These chips 
are known as the rake-off. 


No Limit on Game. 

I asked the game-keeper, the 
red-haired man, what the limit 
was, He answered, “We play no 
limit.” I then asked him how 
many chips must a player buy to 
get into the game. He said no 
less than 62 worth. He told me 
there was no room at this table in 
the rear room for another player, 
but as more players came in we 
could start a game on the table in 
the next room. Just then three 
men came in, one of them walking 
Jame, wearing a blue shirt, smooth 
face and about 28 years old. He 
had a box of chips and some cards. 
He invited me to sit in the game, 
‘which I did. I purchased $1 worth 
of chips, red and white. The white 
chips were worth l cent each and the 
red 6 cents each. Each of the other 
men bought chips and we . four 
piayed. In 10 minutes I lost all my 
chips and purchased another dollar’s 
worth, then 80 cents worth. 

Just as I was losing this stack the 
Constabie entered the room in which 
I was playing and for the Constable's 
benefit, I bought another 6 cents’ 

worth of chips. I did this so he could 
oo the exchange of money.

|FOLK’S ENEMIES PLAN TO 


INDORSEMENT 





Will Try to Prevent Mention of Ex-Governor’s 
Name for Presidency at Jefferson City Con- 
vention Tuesday— Leaders Begin to Gather. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 12.—The po- 
litical enemies of Joseph W. Folk will 
get together probably tonight or to- 
morrow and try to devise a plan of pre- 
venting the indorsement of Folk with- 
out the matter coming to a vote of 
the platform convention Wednesday, 
The convention opens tomorrow. 

These men are saying that while they 
are for Folk for President, they do not 
believe it policy to indorse a candidate 
for the nation’s executive so far in 
advance. It is “doubtful if the anti- 
Folk element would dare on the eve of 
an important congressional election to 
openly fight Folk in convention, but if 
they can prevail upon the Folk men not 
to insist upon indorsement it would 
please them. 

The two parties may try to get to- 
gether upon the liquor proposition. lt 1s 
certain to become an important factor 
in the conventions of the dominant par- 
ties. It is believed that neither party 
will go further than to reaffirm what 
they said in their platforms two years 
ago and that was to decree in favor of 
ioca] option and strict regulation. Neith- 
er the county unit nor the district op- 
tion will be declared for, it is under- 
stood. 


Republicans Are Happy. 
The Republicans, whose convention 


also begins tomorrow, “‘point with pride” 
to the fulfillment of promises made in 
their State platform adapted two years 
ago. They will emphasize the fact that 
they promised honest elections and that 
the State and municipal elections held 
since choosing of Gov. Hadley have been 
deemed fair. 

Neither Gov. Hadley nor any other 
Republican here today would venture a 
guess upon what the tariff plank in 
the Republican platform would be. This 





will provoke a lively fight in the Re- 
publican convention, it is said. 

Although Gov. Hadley is classed with 
the Progressives, it is belleved there 
will be an indorsement of the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff law, with strings ‘to it, 
however,.to salve the feelings of the in- 
surgents. @ 

Col. Theodore Roosevelt will not be 
indorsed in the platform. Although Gov, 
Hadley is a good friend of the hunter 
he does not think it wise, it is under- 
stood, to mention the Colonel in the 
platform. Taft will be indorsed. 

Folk the Only Fight. 

Democrats will have no fight except 
cn the.indorsement of Folk, and that 
will consist in jockeying by the Old 
Guard element before the convention 
assembles, Democrats will attack the 
tariff law, and in this they are agreed. 
They will charge Republican extrav- 
agances, state and national, and glor- 
ify the low tax rate in the State and 
past Democratic economy. 

H. W. Johnson of Montgomery City 
arrived at noon and opened headquar- 
ters for the Democratic State Commit- 
tee at the Madison House, with John 
Db, Orear of Mexico and Kelly Pool of 
Centralia in, charge.

The saloon man, one of the pro- 
prieters, engaged in conversation 
with them, using indecent language, 
and showed in other ways, his 
familiarity with the women. After 
serving the women, he engaged in a 
game of cards with three other men 
in the saloon. The game was for 
5 cents a “‘corner.”” We saw several 
hands played, and money used in the 





game was laying ~w “he table in 
front of each player. The game was 
still in progress when we left. 

On both sides of Third street, be- 
tween St. Louis and Missouri avenues 
women sat on their front steps, or in 
their front windows, scantily dressed, 
while men and boys passed. 

At about 8 p. m we went to 
Brose’s saloon, on the southwest 
corner of Third street and St. Louis 
avenue. Here we saw one of the 
same women we had seen previous 
drinking at the bar shortly after we 
entered the place.

Olive Vail, beloved of St. Louts 
summer playgoers, since the period 
of her first flight out of the chorus 
ranks at Delmar Garden several years 
ago, is the programmed prima donna 
star of “Miss Nobody From Starland.” 
She received the friendliest of wel- 
cemes 
three tuneful songs that much de- 
lighted the house. 

But, in addition to the half-hour 
stardom of Lawrence Comer in the 
second act, there were cerain times 
when two other members of the 
“Miss Nobody” company entered the 
stellar lists and, as had Mr. Comer, 
compelled the audience to forget that 
Olive Vail’s name, in big black typa, 
led all the rest. 

These honor-winning players were 
Mr. Ralph Riggs and Miss Bertie 
Beaumont, who became very much 
loved by the house before the even- 
ing reached its close. 

During most of the play-time Mr.

can merchants and sold. The young 
women through whose activity the booth 
maintained by the pure milk fund at the 
Made-in-St. Loulfs show proved such a 
success, will have charge of the booths 
next week.

Benjamin B. Odell Jr., once Governor of New 
York, has given out an interview announcing his 
retirement from politics: He says he would have 
retired some time ago but for “the request of 
those who thought that perhaps party harmony 
might be restored through compromise, and that 
I could be of service in that direction.” His 
retirement means therefore a sense of useless- 
ness. He would have helped if he could; but 
he couldn’t. 3

Greeley 
and Trumbull and Sumner and Adams were 
veterans. The young men stayed with Grant and 
met the shock. It is different now. This is 
a revolt @f young men, and the old guard feels 
itself too weak to fight. It surrenders in ad- 
vance. Odell quits. 
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There is no doubt that Lee O’Nefl Browne can 
wse as much vindication as the people of his dis- 
trict can supply, but where will he get the needed 


balance? 


THH QUESTION OF LUXURY. 
Cardinal Gibbons is quoted as saying that the 
unrest of the country is largely due to a desire 
on the part of the people for too many luxuries 
and their indulgence in too many extravagancies. 
He is reported as saying: 

The people believe that they must have 
autos, must go to the theaters, must have 
var‘ous kinds of amusements and must 
have many things more or less expensive 
without which their fathers and grandfa- 
thers got along well efough and prospered.

TAFT’S CONSERVATION POLICY. 

The Conservation Congress adopted resolutions 
favoring the policy of Theodore Roosevelt. It 
rejected a motion to indorse also the policy of 
President Taft. By that action the congress 
placed itself before the country in the attitude 
of a partisan convention. That the majority had 
a right to take such a course is beyond question. 
But the expediency of it is doubtful. 

It is a safe prediction that the cause of con- 
servation will not be in any way promoted or 
advanced by this effort to identify it with the 
political adventures of Roosevelt. In the first 
place, no one knows what the Roosevelt policies 
are. So far as they can be inferred from his 
actions in office or his words on the stump, they 
are but the lackeys of his interests. Surely 
rational men cannot expect the country to sup- 
port a scheme of conservation based solely upon 
declamation and denunciation presentng not 
a single specific remedy for a clearly specified 
wrong. 

This country is getting too much Roosevelt, 
especially in places where it wishes none of him. 
Any extensive plan of conservation is bound to 
involve many complex problems, and if we are

CAPT. BALDWIN’S GREAT RECORD. 
It remained for the Post-Dispatch to show the 


people of St. Louis the first aeroplane in flight. 
The exhibitions given by the veteran, Capt. Bald- 
win, must take rank in. point of picturesqueness, 
technical control and difficulties encountered and 


in America. 5 
In its purpose to provide an air spectacle for 


the people the Post-Dispatch met many obstacles. 
The accident to Harmon’s machine was only one. 
The willingness of Capt. Baldwin to undertake 
what Harmon had promised was a happy solu- 
tion of this problem. Securing a field, a landing 
place down the river and attending to the thou- 
sand details necessary to perfect the arrangements 
required time and study. A flight is the eventua- 
tion of a vast amount of work. In all the prep- 
arations the Post-Dispatch received the hearty 
and invaluable co-operation and support of the 
Citizens’ Committee, without which the success 
would have been impossible. 

As a result the people have seen a wonderful 
spectacle, gained new ideas of aviation and had 
an opportunity to see an aeroplane working un- 
der conditions which tested to the utmost the 
skill of the skillful Baldwin, who has spent a 
lifetime in studying the air and its navigation. 
Driving an air machine successfully requires a 
knowledge not gained from the study of mechan- 
ics. A river flight is quite a different under- 
taking from flying around a marked course, The 
aviator is trying a new element, as yet only par- 
tially understood. His mind must be ready to 
solve a new problem on the instant. He must be 
so attuned to his work that he knows fnstinc- 
tively what is coming before it arrives. He can- 
not sea. He must feel. He finds cushions, vac- 
uums, walls, currents, cliffs, breakers, reefs, and 
if all are composed of air they are not less real 
for that. 

When Capt. Baldwin, with a lightning shift, 
passed over the bow of the ferry boat instead 
of astern, he had a fraction of a second in which. 
to apply his knowledge of the vacuums behind 
boats and trains and come to a decision. Had he 
run into the vacuum behind the boat he would 
have dropped, perhaps into the river. Once he 
found a hole in the air and fell 50 feet only to 
find a cushion below which buoyed him up. Sun- 
day at the first turn of the first flight he tipped. 
The air slipped out from under him. 

The air is the subject Capt. Baldwin studies 
constantly and on each flight he learns something 
new about an art which seems to offer every- 
thing in the way of tacking, luffing, reaching and 
running found on water and much more besides. 

St. Louis, we are sure, joins with the Post-Dis- 
patch in congratulating Capt. Baldwin 6n his 
memorable accomplishments. The Post-Dispatch 
is proud of him. Past disappointments are for- 
gotten in his great achievements, Whatever the 
future holds the honor of first showing St. Louis 
belongs to the veteran of the alr.

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SMUGGLING AS A ORIME, 

There are reported to be $500,000 worth of 
gems in the custody of the Surveyor of Customs 
at New York. All have been seized within three 
months from women who attempted to evade the 
payment of duty. Possibly there has been no 
more smuggling this season than in others, but 
Collector Loeb has been alert and smugglers 
have been detected. So serious does Mr. Loeb 
consider the situation that he contemplates prose- 
cuting female smugglers to the end of a term in 
prison. One wealthy woman in the penitentiary, 
he thinks, would be a great deterrent, 

Smuggling, however, is a statutory crime, Noth- 
ing that lawmakers can do to make it heinous 
in respect of punishment can transform it into an 
offense involving moral turpitude and smuggling 
never will be rated by the public as anything 
more than a clever trick when it succeeds or as 
a bungling performance if it doesn’t. 

Most of all it is impossible to convince a wom 
that a government has any right to mulct h 
under a pretense of collecting revenue. To ou 
wit customs officials is to the feminine mind ai 
achievement to be boasted of, not an offense 
which pricks conscience. However, we note that 
the tariff operates excellently as to those articles 
on which the poor have to pay the tax. Exemp- 
tions through the operation of leniency are there- 
fore vicious. Doubtless one rich woman in fail 
would be an effective lesson. We hope the Gov- 
ernment will catch one and Incarcerate her, = It 
has been trying for a long time to land a rich 
man in the penitentiary for offenses involving 
about the same degree of moral turpitude as 
smuggling; so far the success has been negligible. 
Now a trial might be made on some woman. The 
Government needs the lesson not less than the 
plutocratic smugglers. It may learn how to do it. 
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The regular members of the committee are 
pettifogging. It will cost as many votes if Bal- 
linger is whitewashed after election as before 
since everyone knows he is to be whitewashed. 
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Instead of hiding himself with a copy of Kip- 
ing’s “Vampire” for company, Bob Chanler bet- 
ter hire an attorney and proceed against the lady 
for getting money under false pretenses.

Taxicabs in St. Louis. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

We read an articie in a morning paper relative 
to the taxicab sWortage in St. Louis, and we feel 
eslled upon to set ourselves right in this con- 
nection, a ee fala as 

A year and a half ago we brought the first 
real taxicab to St. Louis and were ridiculed be- 
cause a hansom cab company failed here 20 years 
ago and could not induce local capital to invest 
or consider taxicab stock. However, we had con- 
fidence in St. Louis.and have gradually increased 
our equipment until we have many thousands of 
dollars invested in cabs, and have succeeded in 
getting along without the aid of outside capital. 
At the present time there are nearly one hun- 
dred cabs in St. Louis, yet there are times when 
there are not enough cabs to meet the demand. 
St. Louis is one of the first cities in the United 
States where the Union Station and Transfer Co. 
operating hacks were willing to sacrifice the lat- 
ter in Yorder to put in taxicabs, and althongh our 
capacity is taxed at times, yet, as Mr. Smith at 
the Union Station said in defense of our com- 
pany, the worst the traveling public has ever had 
to do was to wait five minutes. ’ 

Notwithstanding these facts, we are negotfiat- 
ing right now for more cabs, and hope that the 
next shipment will relieve the situation for the 
time being at least.

The Smelter Trust controls the lesser 
Zinc Trust. It deals-in many by- 
products, besides producing silver, lead, 
gold and copper. Silver-plated ware 
and solid silver utensils pay a first- 
hand toll to the smelters. 

The Guggenheim-Aldrich Rubber Trust 
is°a new organization founded only a 
few months before the tariff was raised 
on manufactured rubber from 80 per 
cent to 36.per cent.

Thus a manufacturer desir- 
ing to go into the white lead business 
is compelled to go to the Lead Trust 
for his raw material, which has a 70 
rer cent duty, while the manufactured 
article has a duty of but 40 per cent on 
white lead and a duty on paint so 
arranged that it is possible for foreign 
manufacturers to sell their goods at 
profit in the United States. 

This is only a sample of how the 
Guggenheim tariff-swelled profits re 
strict American industry and diminish 
its legitimate field and profits. 

Cheap tinfoil is made of lead. The 
Guggenheim Lead Trust and the Gug- 
genheim-Aldrich tariff make tinfoil cost 
more, so that even a girl who buys a
